Warns About 
N.Y. Car Laws 


On behalf of the Massachusetts 
Commission on the New York 
World’s Fair, Registrar of Motor 
Vehicles James R. Lawton has 
issued the following notices to 
Massachusetts motorists: 

New York state law requires that 
a motor vehicle operator be at 
least 18 years of age. Even though 
the operator may be licensed by 
another state, the license will not 
be recognized by the state of New 
York unless the person is 18. 
There is no exception to this rule 
even if the under-18 driver is 
accompanied by his parents.

Special Session For School 


As soon as plans are available, 
a special town meeting will be 
called to vote on secondary school 
construction, 

Probably in September - but 
possibly in June - is the descrip- 
tion of the timetable by Building 
Committee Chairman Robert Mc- 
Intyre, 

The Selectmen and Finance 
Committee have agreed to the 
special meeting, without depending 
on the town’s two-year-old stabili- 
zation fund, 

A decision on whether a special 
meeting will be held became neces- 
sary, when Town Counsel Fredric 
S. O’Brien ruled the town can not 
receive matching funds from the 
state unless the vote is taken in 
1965, 

School Committee Chairman 
John S, Sullivan emphatically urged 
speedier action than would be 
possible if a decision is put off 
until next year, By the time the 
school could be ready, he said, 
double sessions must inevitably be 
held, with resulting costs andcon- 
fusion. 

Declaring the educational pro- 
gram to be in the balance, Mr, 
Sullivan pointed out that the match- 
ing funds from the state are taken 
from the amount which eventually 
will be coming to the town in state 
aid. Actually, the benefit is in 
getting the funds at once ~ perhaps 
to the amount of $100,000 - instead 
of over a 20-year period, 

He noted that borrowing that 
$100,000, at three percent interest 
for the same time period, means 
a cost of $30,000, This is the only 
‘loss’? the town can experience 
by going ahead earlier than 1965. 

Stephen Pettit of the Finance 
Committee put that organization 
firmly on record favoring the spe~ 
cial session, without touching the 
Stabilization fund, 

The latter, it was noted, 
available for any capital expendi- 
ture, 

But for schools, the state will 
match the town’s money used from 
the fund, 


The Selectmen agreed at the | 


joint session Monday to support a 
special meeting whenever this is 
possible, 

Mr. MclIntyre explained 
there has been no decision on what 
type of construction will be re-

The process by which land canbe 
found and acquired was suggested 
by Town Counsel Fredric 5S, 
O’Brien, and approved by the 
Selectmen as a policy statement, 
Mr. Adams said it will save the 
Committee’s time, which he felt 
had been wasted some times be- 
cause work went into projects that 
were subsequently turned down for 
reasons unknown to the Land Com-

In the new procedures, depart- 
ments and committees will specify 
only a general area where land is 
needed, , along with the purpose, 
Then acquisition rests with the

The policy statement as adopted 
for the Land Committee reads: 

‘It is suggested that any agency 
of the town which desires land 
should communicate that desire to 
the Selectmen and the Land 
Acquisition Committee. The 
general area of town and the pur- 
pose for which the land is to be 
used should be described. 

“*The Land Acquisition Commit- 
tee should search out available 
parcels of land in that area and 
should return with a report making 
recommendations and indicating 
all of the facilities that are avail- 
able to the several parcels re- 
commended, 

“The Land Acquisition Com- 
inittee should then meet with the 
Planning Board and Selectmen in 
joint meeting to narrow down the 
recommended parcels, After the 
narrowing process is concluded, | 
the parcels should be referred to | 
the Board of Health for recom- 
inendations, The Board of Health 
should, if necessary, make per- 
colation or other tests which may 
be required, Permission for such | 
tests will be secured by the Land |

Good Example 


The current controversy over police protection, and an 
alleged shortage of manpower, serves to illustrate a 
point made in a Townsman editorial within the past few 
months, 

We commented then that the budgets presented to town 
meeting are the Finance Committee’s. No longer does 
the meeting have an opportunity to hear a department 
head’s arguments for a larger amount. Occasionally, in 
past years, voters at the meeting would go along with 
the department head, when the case had real merit. 

If this procedure still was followed, Police Chief David 
L. Nicoll could, and probably would, have presented his 
reasons for wanting three additional men. His arguments, 
however, were given only to the Finance Committee and 
that advisory body recommended one man. This, by virtue 
of the system followed at town meeting, became the 
official recommendation to the voters, and was adopted 
without discussion. 

On many occasions, we feel, the voters are not given 
the opportunity to understand all the reasons for the 
many requests made at town meeting, as they compare 
with those made to the Finance Committee. Some better 
system should be devised, to allow all of the voters a 
chance to make decisions on such vital issues as police 
protection, 

Perhaps one plan is to print an extra column, with 
those already listed in the FinCom recommendations. 
This column could simply present the amount of the de- 
partmental request, thus offering some guidance to the 
voters,

Look It Over First 


School Committeeman Vincent P. Davey spoke wisely 
at a recent meeting, when he suggested that any proposed 
gift to the schools be considered beforehand — not 
accepted, then regretted, later. 

Mr, Davey’s point was that books, magazines, periodi- 
cals — any materials of this nature, in fact — could be 
presented by an individual or group, with the unhealthy 
purpose of introducing propoganda into the school. Some- 
times this might not be evident, he felt, and thus all 
gifts should be understood first, with grateful acceptance 
following initial caution. He cited problems in the mid- 
west in relation to the John Birch Society, when asking 
that pre-acceptance inspection be mandatory. 

Mr. Davey has pointed out something that, as trusting 
men and women, our educators might not suspect: ‘inno- 
cent-appearing literature may be offered to the schools, 
by persons with hidden motives, and only a careful read- 
ing of the material will truly indicate its nature.
